Ina
word, your plan coutemplates the siriking down
Instantly, at one blow, the nomiaal value of the
Luited States lepal tender note to an- arbitrary
value of onlg three-fourthsof its face value,

Governor Morton's nll, on the contrary, aims
to apprecinte the Government note, that now
slarnce at about seveptv-five cents, as compared
with the gold dollar, by degrees, irem day to
diy, running for two and & ualfl years, making
the sppreciation about one per cent. every
twenty-six davs, until on the day of resumption
the “greeubsck” dollar note shall huve made
itseif the equal in commereinl value of the goid
dollar, The one plan would tear down, and is
lorced aud violent, and would cause jar, confu-
slov, and mischief, pot only in monetary but in
all businees affairs. The other proposes to build
up and foster tho appreciation of the preeubsck
to the par value ol gold, by a process so gradanl,
gentle, steady, and smooth, the chanze would
tenrcely be pereeptible by the debtor or creditor:
